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@®POLL SHOWS THAT 22% OF THE 
BRITISH POPULATION WOULD 
VOTE FOR A PARTY LIKE THE BNP 
MORE than a fifth of people in 
Britain say they would vote for a 
strongly nationalist party which 
adopted tough anti-immigration poli- 
cies, a poll for The Sunday Times 
has shown. The poll, carried out by 
YouGov, the online polling experts, 
shows that 22% of people say they 
would vote for a credible party that 
offered both to withdraw Britain from 
the EU and impose far-reaching 
anti-immigration policies. 

More than half of those ques- 
tioned - 53% - agreed with the state- 
ment that "the British political estab- 
lishment needs the same kind of 
kick as Le Pen delivered in France". 
Two-thirds - 66% - think that main- 
stream politicians in Britain do not 
do enough to address the concerns 
of voters worried about immigration. 
A slightly higher proportion - 67% - 
would like to see the government 
adopt tougher policies on asylum 
seekers. 

A third of people questioned pre- 
dicted the rise of nationalist politics 
in Britain, as has happened else- 
where in Europe, with 33% saying it 
is "very likely" or "likely" that such a 
party could become popular. 
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i The biggest backing for 

Le Pen-type politics in 
Britain comes from Tory 
supporters, 41% of whom 
say they would back an 
anti-EU, anti-immigration 
, party. But 9% of Labour 
supporters and 14% of Lib 
, Dems also say they would 
w support it. 


®BLAIR NOT HONEST OR 
TRUSTWORTHY SAYS 
POLL 

A newspaper poll suggests 
there has been a dramatic drop in 
the number of people who think Tony 
Blair is honest and trustworthy. The 
on-line poll for the Daily Telegraph 
found that only 31% of people 
agreed the Prime Minister merited 
the description "honest and trust- 
worthy". Four years ago in 1998 
when the same question was asked, 
Mr Blair got 77% backing. The latest 
survey also found that 77% of peo- 
ple believe he too often gives the 
impression of wanting to please 
everybody, and 71% said he relies 
too heavily on spin doctors and PR 
men. 


®CRIME CONTINUES TO SOAR 

IN LONDON 

Muggers struck 190 times a day in 
London last year as street crime 
reached record levels, Scotland 
Yard has disclosed. Street crime, 
including muggings, has risen by 38 
per cent to 69,987 offences record- 
ed by police. In 2000-01, there were 
50,607 muggings. Rises in street 
crime are also expected to be 
reported later this spring, when the 
big urban forces outside London 
release their crime figures. 

The new figures also show a wor- 
rying leap in almost every type of 
crime in London with recorded 
crimes leaping to a record 1,057,360 
in 2001-02 Sex offences showed a 
13 per cent rise from 8,759 to 9,944 
cases. The figure includes a 14 per 
cent rise in rapes to 2,498 this year. 

Violent crime has risen by nearly 4 
per cent, from 155,276 crimes to 

161,359. The murder rate is the 
highest for more than a decade and 
covers a year when London was not 
the target of a fatal terrorist attack. 
The rise is thought to reflect the 
growing frequency of gun violence 
among black men. 

Domestic burglaries have risen 
by more than 5 per cent to 73,931 
offences and the latest figures show 
a 4.8 per cent rise in car crime to 


177,188 crimes. Theft offences have 
increased to 443,572 crimes, a rise 
of nearly 7 per cent. 

Meanwhile, overall police detec- 
tion rates fell from 15 per cent to 14 
per cent. The clear-up rate for car 
crime was 4.5 per cent and only 8 
per cent for street crime. 


®NEW 'CASH FOR ACCESS' 
SCANDAL SULLIES NEW LABOUR 
LORD LEVY, Tony Blair's trusted 
adviser, tennis partner and special 
envoy to Israel, has reportedly been 
paid round £350,000 by an interna- 
tional property giant seeking plan- 
ning permission to develop shopping 
malls across Britain. 

The payment, made to Levy in 
January, came from Westfield, one 
of the world's largest retail develop- 
ers which is attempting to push 
through plans to expand seven 
inner-city shopping centres in this 
country. Levy's retainer threatens to 
spark a new "cash for access" row in 
the Commons. Peter Allen, the head 
of Westfield's UK arm, confirmed he 
had access to senior government 
figures. "I'm developing relation- 
ships with ministers," he said. "I 
have been to different Labour party 
events at Downing Street." 

In March, Westfield representa- 
tives met Lord Falconer, minister for 
housing, planning and regeneration, 
who toured the company's shopping 
centre in Swindon, which has been 
earmarked by the government for 
urban regeneration. Ministers have 
the ultimate say in deciding planning

Levy, who has no obvious expert- 
ise in developing shopping malls, 
has not revealed the payment in the 
register of Lords' interests and 
Norman Baker, the Liberal Democrat 
MP for Lewes, has called on Blair to 
sack Levy as his special envoy. "It 
appears that Lord Levy has been 
trading on his status as the prime 
minister's friend," he said. "It is hard 
to believe that a former music pro- 
moter could command such a fee for 
that type of work for any other rea- 
son."

mid all the left-liberal hysteria about Jean- 
Ais Le Pen's stunning first round 
residential election victory, and the 
advances being made by the British National 
Party, this question, posed by the BBC on its 
Online news service, indicates more than any- 
thing just how much progress we have been 
making. Just a couple of short years ago, it 
would have been unthinkable for anyone to ask 
such a thing in an Establishment media outlet. 
We knew that we had the potential to make the 
jump from despised fringe to feared alternative, 
but no Establishment commentator would have 
understood this, let alone dared to put the 
thought into print. 

But now they know different. We've just 
taken on - and beaten - the entire British 
Establishment. We haven't just faced down and 
defeated the Daily Express and the far-left fanat- 
ics of the Anti-'Nazi! League. Every single nation- 
al newspaper, from the heavyweights down to 
the Sun and the Daily Star, also lined up against 
us. Wave after wave of smears crashed over us 
courtesy of the TV and radio channels. The lead- 
ers of all three old parties joined together not just 
to condemn us but even to tell their supporters 
to vote for their supposed 'rivals' if it would help 
to "stop the BNP." Then we had the outrageous 
bias and illegal antics of local council officers 
involved in the mechanics of running the elec- 
tion. 

In Burnley, for example, where each elector 
had up to three votes, and with three seats up 
for grabs in each ward, our campaign literature 
urged supporters to "use just one vote, and make 
it count." Yet council officials in several polling 
stations told numerous electors as they handed 
them their ballot papers that they had to use all 
three votes, and that a single vote would be dis- 
qualified. This outrageous lie may well have cost 
us a seat in at least one ward. 

In Oldham, the dirty tricks included polling 
officials leaving copies of newspapers urging 
voters to reject the BNP on full view next to the 
ballot boxes, massive postal vote fraud by 
Labour and the Lib-Dems; the printing of the 
wrong BNP logo on all the ballot papers, and 
allowing opposition 'vote-snatchers' to intimidate 
voters outside polling stations. 

All over the country, our candidates faced 
a far-left/Labour alliance which flagrantly broke 
the Electoral Commission's new rules on the 
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amount of money which can be spent by organ- 
isations not contesting the election themselves 
but seeking to influence the result by attacking 
a party which is. 

All these things are now the subject of official 
complaints. The Labour party is under investi- 
gation by the police for its role in this undemo- 
cratic Zimbabwe-style farce. Meanwhile the 
BNP has already commissioned a senior barris- 
ter to provide a formal opinion on whether any 
of the breaches of electoral law can be used to 
overturn the results in key wards where we nar- 
rowly missed winning, thus forcing by-elections 
which we could well win. 

But whether or not that approach succeeds, 
the fact is that, despite such overwhelming, 
undemocratic and bitter opposition, we still 
managed to produce far and away the best set 
of election results ever won by any pro-white, 
pro-national party in British history. That we 
have achieved this remarkable result at a time of 
unparalleled general material prosperity only 
adds to the true significance of what we have 
just achieved. As one of our bitterest enemies, 
Phil Woolas Labour MP for Oldham, has admit- 
ted in the face of the BNP successes: "This is 
much deeper than people realise. It took Le Pen 
15 years to break through, and Nick Griffin is 
capable of doing that..." 

So the stage is now set for a period of 
extraordinary growth for the BNP. Our media 
profile is outstanding, our credibility has gone 
through the roof, our morale and determination 
to do even better are higher than ever. With 
another wave of important local elections due 
next year, and then with the London Assembly 
and European elections being run with 
Proportional Representation twelve months 
after that, we have a very real chance of rolling 
from breakthrough to breakthrough. 

Every month so far this year has seen our 
membership income up massively over the fig- 
ures for last year - which was itself very healthy. 
In terms of numbers, and in terms of the quali- 
ty of the people involved, the BNP is now far 
bigger than at any time in its history. "It" is 
indeed starting to happen in Britain at long last. 
Now we've started winning we're going to keep 
on winning. The only question is whether you 
can afford to miss out On our successes or 
whether you want to be part of our winning 
team. 
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first is in terms of developing policy, sup- 
porting our new councillors and develop- 
ing council-related 
strategies. The second relates to our continuing 
election strategy. I will deal with the latter. 

It was, of course, entirely possible that, 
despite all our hopes, the party wouldn't win a 
seat anywhere. This possibility was discussed a 
fortnight before the election by the party lead- 
ership. As any responsible leadership should 
do, contingency plans were discussed in the 
event of us both winning and losing. 

It is right and natural that in the event of our 
victories the party will rejoice and that activists 
in the areas contested take a few weeks off to 
calm the mind and ease the blisters. 
Nevertheless, when the celebrations have run 
their course, we need to be clear about two 
things. 

First, we were fortunate indeed that bound- 
ary changes meant that all Burnley's council 
seats came up for grabs at the same time. Had 
they not done so, there is no doubt that we 
would not have been able to make a break- 
through. Not that this need unduly worry us. 
Now that the party has broken through, the 
political landscape will begin to change. The 
establishment parties will begin to ape our lan- 
guage, as David Blunkett -with his swamped 
speech- has already begun to do. This will 
increase our legitimacy and prove us to have 
been right all along.

Furthermore, we will be recognised as the 
genuine article while they will be perceived as 
the cheap imitations. The crucial importance of 
breaking through the wasted vote syndrome 
cannot be over emphasised. There are towns 
now all over the country where we can build 
upon results and win and come from nowhere 
to do the same thing. At last, the British 
National Party has made the transformation to 
being the Winning Party! Our votes will rise - 
but only if worked hard and skilfully for, since 
they won't rise by themselves. 

Second, the unprecedented smear campaign - 
lasting for two weeks and clearly co-ordinated - 
nearly succeeded in twisting the democratic 
process by denying people, desperate to see 
change, a legitimate alternative in the shape of 
the British National Party. One of the reasons it 
didn't, is because the smears and lies had to be 
spread thinner than ever before - over 68 candi- 
dates. This represents a doubling of our 1998 
total (when London last went to the polls) 
which was itself more than in 1994 when there 
was last a prospect of a BNP victory. Then, 
fighting on a narrow front, the party was halt- 
ed. This time, with so many candidates, target 
wards and towns, it was not possible to do so. 

The good news is that the affect of the press 
will not be nearly as bad next time for three 
reasons. First, we will be more careful with our 
choice of candidates. Second, we will have 
more candidates; and third, our successful 
Councillors will prove a credit to our party. 


This and the realisation that the world has not 
fallen in on Burnley, plus the fact that the polit- 
ical landscape will have changed - moving clos- 
er towards us-- will mean that the press will not 
be able to run the kind of hysterical coverage 
that it did this time. The Express in particular 
looked as if a militant child had suddenly been 
promoted to editor and let loose on the front 
page and much of the inside. 

The boundary changes in Burnley meant that 
instead of just one seat coming up for election, 
they all did. The formula to decide which suc- 
cessful councillor comes up for re-election is as 
follows. The 3rd placed councillor gets a one- 
year term; the 2nd placed councillor gets a two- 
year term and the first placed councillor gets 4 
years (3 years being when there are no District 
elections). With fifteen wards up for grabs, the 
reality was that our still small party could only 
find 13 candidates in Burnley. Even this tally is 
a credit to what is still a very new branch of 
only three years standing. Indeed, Labour was 
the only party to field a full slate in every ward. 

The mechanics of this meant that not only 
could BNP voters - a core 20% within the town 
- register a vote for the party, but so could 
Labour and Independent voters by making 2 
votes for their usual allegiance and one vote 
BNP. Vote sharing like this can propel a good 
candidate with a good campaign from 4th place 
to a winning 3rd or even 2nd - as happened to 
David Edwards in Cliviger-with-Worsthorne 
ward in Burnley. 

At one point in the count in my hometown 
of Ilford, Redbridge in East London, our candi- 
date for Hainault ward, Jason Douglas, 
appeared to also be in with a shout of winning 
in exactly the same way. As word spread of a 
possible upset, a veritable scrum developed 
around the table. In the end, Jason didn't man- 
age to win but came fairly close - and from 
nowhere! 

Even so, to do that in what had been a solid 
Labour ward (shifting dramatically to the 
Conservatives on the night) was an achieve- 
ment by itself. Once again shared voting helped 
and indeed was calculated to push our vote up 
since we stood another candidate in another 
ward, calculating the same there. We could 
have put both candidates in the same ward and 
halved our workload - as we did in neighbour- 
ing Waltham Forest in Chingford Green ward 
but, while sharing occurred there too - which I 
personally witnessed -- each BNP candidate 
there received an average of only half the pos- 
sible shared votes. 


Elsewhere party candidates gave Labour a 
real fright. Sunderland was one such area com- 
ing from 5-10% of the vote to get a best vote of 
28% and an average 18% across six seats. These 
were in one seat wards. These results are 
among the best anywhere - and achieved by 
quite small teams. 

That is the background. So, to return to the 
article heading, where do we go from here? 
Firstly, we need to recognise from the different 
cases in Sunderland and Hainault (never before 
contested) that while victory is possible with a 
previous 20% or so poll, so too is victory from 
almost nowhere - Cliviger-with-Worsthorne and 
Gannow had never been contested before 
either. Naturally, for such an event to happen, 
all the circumstances must be right - the candi- 
dates, the issues involved and the presence of a 
good and preferably large and experienced 
campaign team. 

Secondly, we need to learn the lesson that 
more (candidates) is better. While it was a party 
tactic to concentrate our campaigns for this 
election to produce the best results, we wanted 
to nevertheless field as many candidates as pos- 
sible. This was for three reasons. First, we 
wanted to increase our pool of candidates. 
Second, we wanted to verse candidates, organ- 
isers and election agents in the art of essential 
form filling, and third we wanted to field as 
many candidates as possible to divert at least 
some attention away from where we could win. 

Next year we have more council elections. 
We must strive to build upon our breakthrough 
and widen the beachhead. In Burnley yes, but 
also in other towns and cities. This means that 
we must up the numbers of candidates mas- 
sively. This year we fielded 68 candidates. Next 
year London, which provided 22 of those can- 
didates, does not go to the polls so we're 
immediately down to 46. I'm also very pleased

Next year we must more than double that 45. 
Next year we need to field more than 100 can- 
didates. We must not become the Burnley party 
in the same way that we became the Tower 
Hamlets party in 1993-1994. That road leads to 
ruin. The whole weight of the establishment 
will be upon Burnley next year and while we 
must strive there, we must breakthrough else- 
where. To do that we must contest at least 100 
seats. 

While a doubling seems hard, it is not. As the 
world has demonstrably not come to an end for 
our successful councillors, more will come for- 
ward - from the ranks of those who could but 
didn't stand this time, and also from the ranks 
of those new to our party - which hasn't

Hero of the Ice 


Stephen MCDONALD rediscovers the heroism of Artic explorer Sir John Franklin 


t is hard to find real heroes outside of the 

British National Party in 2002. It is, after all, 

"Blair's Britain" where dishonesty and "spin" 
dominate everything from business to local pol- 
itics and even sport. "Heroes" are not to be 
confused with today's "celebrities" who have 
been manufactured by Hollywood or Wapping. 
However our homelands once gave rise to real 
heroes, confident and skilled individuals who 
were larger than life, ready to boldly take on all 
the challenges that Life could throw at them. 
Here is the tale of one such hero. 

In the middle of the Lincolnshire town of 
Louth is a statue that dominates the once thriv- 
ing market place. It is of one of 19th Century 
Britain's greatest explorers and adventurers; 
John Franklin. This son of Lincolnshire, who 
was born in 1786, joined the Royal Navy at the 
age of 14 and fought in two of the greatest 
European sea battles: Copenhagen in 1801 and 
Trafalgar in 1805. At the latter Midshipman 
Franklin served in charge of signals on board 
the Bellerophon. The battle saw great loss of 
life and of the 40 people around him on the 
poopdeck; all but eight were either killed or 
wounded. He also saw fighting action in the 
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American colonies as lieutenant on board the 
Bedford. On 14 December 1814 her boats 
joined in the capture of five American gun-ves- 
sels anchored off the Louisiana coast. 


Arctic adventures 

Despite his military endeavours Franklin is best 
known as an early explorer of the Arctic and 
his first journey to that area came in 1818 when 
he was commissioned to set sail for Spitsbergen 
as part of a larger effort by the Royal Navy to 
explore and map new trading routes. He docu- 
mented the island which was teeming with 
birdlife. Birds and reindeer kept the expedition 
party well fed. 

During his second journey, this time to the 
Canadian Arctic, he earned the bizarre reputa- 
tion as "the man who ate his boots" because in 
1819 he and his companions suffered incredible 
hardship, battled against ferocious weather and 
eventually ran out of food. They survived by 
licking the lichen and chewing the leather from 
their boots! When Franklin returned to England, 
the public were enraptured by the stories of the

terrible journey and he became a national hero. 
His third expedition was a great success. He 
not only mapped 1,200 miles of coastline, but 
collected information on geology and weather, 
as well as making notes on 663 plants. 

In 1829 he was awarded the Geographic 
Society Gold Medal and was knighted by King 
George IV, and in fitting tribute the loyal peo- 
ple of Spilsby, his Lincolnshire birthplace, also 
presented him with a silver plate. 


A man of learning and culture 

In 1836 Franklin was appointed Governor of 
Tasmania. During the politically turbulent years 
of his seven-year long tenure he strove to pro- 
mote the development of cultural pursuits in a 
colony made up of brutalised convicts, 
Aborigines, and free settlers. Amongst his many 
achievements was the founding of a State edu- 
cation system so that during his period in office 
Tasmania became the intellectual hub of the 
Australian colonies. His wife Lady Franklin 
established a private botanic garden near 
Hobart specialising in Tasmanian native plants. 
She actively promoted scientific endeavours and 
strongly influenced her husband to establish the 
Tasmanian Natural History Society (which later 
became the first scientific Royal Society to be 
established outside Britain) 

In 1845, when he was 59 years old, Sir John 
Franklin offered to lead another expedition to 
the Arctic to search for the North-West Passage. 
Despite being retired from Arctic exploration 
for 20 years everyone thought that he was the 
best man for the job and there was no shortage 
of volunteers to accompany him. 


Final voyage 
Franklin took two ships; the Erebus and the 
Terror which set sail from Greenhithe in Kent 
on 19 May 1845. Although sailing ships, they 
had been fitted with small steam engines and a 
propeller to aid their progress through the ice, 
along with sheets of iron fitted to the front 
(bow) of each ship. The ships had enough coal 
for 12 days and the engines would only be 
used for breaking a path through the ice. 
Franklin's crew was made up of 129 officers 
and men from the Royal Navy. Supplies of 
food, clothing, tobacco and rum and over 2,000 
books were stowed on the ships. There was 
enough food to last 3 years. The expedition 
took 8,000 cans of food. 

On July 26, the captain of a whaling ship

saw them off the coast of Baffin Island. This is 
the last time the ships or men were ever seen. 
It was 12 years before their fate was known. 
During these years Franklin's devastated widow 
spent all her fortune organising ships to search 
for the missing party. Finally she received con- 
firmation that her husband had died on Beechy 
Island in July 1847. It was assumed he died 
from natural causes and the rest of the party by 
disease and starvation. Several suggestions have 
been put forward and one theory is that the 
probable cause was lead poisoning from faulty 
cans of food. 


Tragic ending 

The sad story of what happened to Franklin 
and his crew was gradually discovered by over 
39 search expeditions. During the remainder of 
1845 the Erebus and Terror explored the coast. 
They spent the winter of 1845-6 on Beechey 
Island. They continued exploring when summer 
came and the sea was less frozen. During the 
winter of 1846-7, the ships became trapped in 
thick ice and even when summer came they 
were unable to escape. In June 1847, Franklin 
died and, by April 1848, 21 of the men had 
died. Captain Crozier, who had taken command 
of the expedition, decided to leave the ships 
and travel south. Using two boats as sledges, 
Crozier and the crew set out to find help. By 
now the men were weak from hunger and very 
ill. The party split up. Some of the weakest 
men headed back to the ship to await rescue; 
some of the fittest went on ahead for help and 
others followed at their own speed. All of the 
men died. 

A tragic ending but in life Sir John Franklin 
was scholar, leader of men, explorer and an 
inspiration to all around him. "What we do in 
life echoes in eternity"

INDHOEK, Namibia - The recent election 
W< Zimbabwe President Robert Mugabe, 

widely condemned as fraudulent by out- 
side observers, has given the strongman a plat- 
form to continue to crackdown on his opponents 
- both black and white - as the nation grows 
closer to a full -fledged famine accompanied by 
increasing anarchy. 

Some observers believe the dictator’s recent 
“victory” has spiraled the nation to perhaps the 
point of no return. The Movement for Democratic 
Change, or MDC, is Mugabe’s main opponent in 
Zimbabwe. They have thus far refused to form a 
coalition government with Mugabe’s ruling ZANU 
- PF Party. 

As Mugabe’s land confiscation policy has driven 
white farmers off their land, a famine is coming 
to the nation. Scores of zimbabweans are head- 
'ng for South Africa, creating a refugee crisis in a 
ration that already has lost control of its

Mugabe recently passed a law in Parliament 
banning all foreign journalists from the nation. 
News is hard to come by. Last week, the British 
Daily Telegraph’s Zimbabwe correspondent, Peta 
Thornycroft, was jailed by Mugabe under new 
security laws. Thornycroft, a 57-year-old woman, 
is being held by Central Intelligence Organisation 
in Chimanimani, east of Harare, according to her 
lawyer, Tapiwanashe Kujinga. 

Mugabe ordered the arrests of Daily News edi- 
tor Geoffrey Nyarota last week for running what 
Information Minister Jonathan Moyo called a 
“patently false” story in Zimbabwe’s only inde- 
pendent daily paper. Nyarota had written a story 
stating that a meeting of parliamentarians from 
the African, Caribbean and Pacific organisation

election.

South African military intelligance officer 
Pieter Coetzee told WorldNetDaily, “Famine aid 
will surely come to Zimbabwe, and the West’s 
powerful food conglomerates, through the United 
Nations, will surely profit.

Makoni’s public 
statement said that Mugabe’s government has so 
far spent about US$37 million on imports of 
maize and grain. Even Mugabe’s own government 
officials say that over 50,000 Zimbabweans will

By 
April this was up to 200 a day and all 
still, in the main, from Burnley.

we knew we were in trouble. We . 
were closed down twice; on the sec- 
ond occasion after 8,000 complaints 
according to the server. 

On polling day we had 2,000 unique 
visits and over 100 e-mails from 
Burnley voters pledging support. 


(9) What have you learned from 
Burnley? 

Local issues and local candidates are 
a campaign priority, together with 
easy-to-read and professionally pro- 
duced literature. Door step politics, 
chatting to people about their con- 
cerns, is the key to understanding the 
issues. 

Canvassing in Burnley soon provided 
us with a good picture of what were 
the worries of the local people. 
Fortunately for the BNP, we were the 
only political party that could provide 
the answers these people were look- 
ing for. 


(10) How much more successful 
can the BNP become? 

It very much depends on us keeping 
to the winning formula of the last 12 
months. We have seen how our 
enemy attacks us and we must look 
to see how we can blunt these attacks. 
We have the policies that a majority 
of the British people would feel very 
comfortable supporting. We have just 
got to prove to the electorate that we 
are a credible political party capable 
of putting these policies forward. 

If we can do this we will become a 
major player on Britain's political 
stage.

Defense of Western Man', took place from 23rd - 

24th February 2002 at the Hyatt Dulles hotel in 
Washington D.C. American Renaissance is an umbrella 
organisation led by several distinguished university pro- 
fessors and authors whose main aim is to preserve and 
promote the Western cultural heritage in the United 
States and beyond. The event was attended by over two 
hundred and fifty leading thinkers, academics, writers 
and political activists from across the world. BNP 
Chairman Nick Griffin was invited to give a keynote 
speech and he was accompanied by several other BNP 
observers. 

According to Carol M. Swain a Vanderbilt University 
professor of political science who has written about the 
Western Renaissance movement, the conference repre- 
sented the intellectual vanguard of a slicker and smarter 
nationalist right that is making inroads into the political 
mainstream across the world. In her opinion, the con- 
ference was symbolic of a much wider reawakening of 
white cultural consciousness. 'Maybe we have reached 
the point in history where there are legitimate white 
interests and maybe more and more whites are going to 
see that' Professor Swain commented. 


Te fifth American Renaissance Conference, 'In 


John Brayshaw reports. 

The event began with a short welcome on Friday from 
our host Jared Taylor, distinguished author and a grad- 
uate of Yale University and the Paris Institute of Political 
Studies. The real work then started at 09.00 on Saturday 
morning with a talk entitled "Immigration and National 
Security" by author and journalist Dr. Sam Francis. Once 
a leading columnist for the Washington Post, Dr. Francis 
was sacked in 1994 for speaking the truth about the 
destructive consequences of mass immigration for our 
culture and civilisation. 

Dr. Francis gave an informative and thoughtful talk on 
the threat posed by Islam to Western society both prior 
to and in the wake of the September 11th atrocity. His 
main argument was that Islam has and always will be a 
security risk not because most Muslims are overtly evil, 
but rather that their culture and religion is incompatible

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with modern Western society. 

Even after relatively peaceful periods, Dr. Francis 
explained, the relationship between Islam and the West 
always erupts into conflict. An example of this is the 
former Yugoslavia where it took a communist dictator- 
ship to try and unsuccessfully force 
European and Islamic cultures 
together. And no-one in their right 
mind would surely subscribe to this 
option voluntarily. 


Islamic threat 

Dr. Francis then gave specific exam- 
ples of how in the past Islam had 
spread its reach through Western 
countries by bloody force of arms. 
He talked about the Islamic wars 
against the peoples of the Middle 
East; the Moors' invasion of Spain 
and how the Francs prevented them from entering 
France; the Muslim massacres of Christians which led 
to the Crusades; and the Islamic march through the 
Balkans right up to the gates of Vienna where Polish 
forces saved the whole of Europe from invasion. 

Now of course, Dr Francis pointed out, the Islamic 
threat to the West was more insidious. There is no 
obvious threat of Muslim armies knocking on the door 
of the Western world because many of them are 
already here operating as a fifth column in our midst. 
This grave Islamic threat to our national security has to 
be dealt with before it's too late, he urged. 

If not how long before another 11th September or 
worse happened to the US or other Western countries? 
How many more innocent civilians have to die before 
people can wake up and save their country from 
despots and terrorists? Dr. Francis concluded his talk 
by reminding the audience that the very nature of 
Islam meant that its representatives in the West would 
never be satisfied by participating in the democratic 
process or sharing power, but would only be happy 
when what they see as a evil decadent world is wiped 
off the face of the planet and replaced by their 
medieval religion.

Being swamped 

The problems facing America from the South was the 
subject of another talk given by Glenn Spencer a radio 
host of a program called "American Patrol" as well as 
a prominent immigration-control activist.For those of 
you who do not know much about the United States 
apart from what you see in films or on TV, it may sur- 
prise you to discover that it faces imminent danger of 
losing large parts of its territory through demographics, 
immigration and political collusion. 

Mr. Spencer's talk called "The Second Mexican- 
American War" explained how the influx of legal and 
illegal immigrants to the US was leading to a situation 
that would put Mexicans in a majority position within 
our own lifetime. Mexican politicians on both sides of 
the border are saying openly that it is time to take back 
the former Spanish colonies under the slogan 


"Everything for the race, nothing for those outside the 
race." And this from senior Mexican government mem- 
bers and "US" union officials who are supposed to sup- 
port US union members not Mexican citizens. 

This you might say would not necessary mean the 
US losing California or New Mexico. But recent pro- 
posals from the US government to give joint citizen- 
ship to Mexicans, and the fact that unscrupulous, vote 
hungry US governors are saying that it is a good thing 
for Mexicans to take control of their historic home- 
lands, all means something brewing on the southern 
borders of the US which will have a devastating affect 
not only on the traditional American way of life and 
economy, but will almost certainly result in large scale 
ethnic conflict as tensions continue to rise at an alarm- 
ing rate. 


Anti-white violence 

The final talk of the day was given by the host of the 
event Jared Taylor. Entitled "Ethnic Conflict : Race, Sex 
and Violence", Mr. Taylor delivered a harrowing 
account of racist crimes committed against whites both 
in Europe and the US. Unfortunately, many of these 
facts are too horrific to go into any great detail in this 
magazine so a brief outline will have to suffice. 

Mr Taylor started with the story of the racist rapes 
that have taken place in Denmark and argued that they 
are part of a very clear pattern of attempted ethnic 
cleansing against whites across the world. He then 
went on to give the facts, for example, that most rapes 
committed in US prisons are perpetrated on white 
males by African American rape gangs. 

He read out a number of letters from a book called 
"No Escape" published by Human Rights Watch an 
international body which, like Amnesty International, 
monitors government bodies for human rights viola- 
tions. These letters had a threefold effect on the audi- 
ence first moving them to tears in some cases, then 
disgust, and then a burning anger that this depraved 
anti-white racism is being allowed to go on under the 
noses of the US authorities when they and other 
Western governments are encouraging anti-white 
propaganda from academics and the media and 
encouraging the mythology of black oppression. 


Breaking the chains 

Jared Taylor concluded his speech by urging people of 
European descent in the US and the rest of the Western 
world to "break the psychological 
chains" which they have allowed 
themselves to become weighed down 
with. He called for the members and 
supporters of American Renaissance to 
do what the American hero Paul 
Reveres did to warn his compatriots 
during the War of Independence that 
the battle was approaching. Spread the 
word : " "Awaken America" This led to 
a standing ovation. 


Then followed a few brief words from 
Mr. Gordon Baum from the US Council 
of Conservative Citizens (a patriotic 
organisation with no links to the Con party in the 
UK) and from Mr. Lou Callabro , an ex US policeman 
who worked on the infamous 'Zebra case! murders. 
For those of you who haven't heard of these racist

murders, they involved an American "black power" 
group murdering dozens of white people some years 
ago. Mr Callabro and his associates are now pushing to 
have the case re-opened after the murderers were 
allowed to escape justice. 

Then the conference came to an end for the day. 
After a few hours everyone met up again for the 
evening banquet where BNP Chairman Nick Griffin 
gave the guest speech. 


Defending the West 

Sunday morning began with a speech from Mr Frank 
Borzellieri, a columnist for a chain of newspapers in 
New York. He explained how left wing groups in the 
media had unsuccessfully tried to prevent his columns 
raising issues they would rather keep a lid on. Mr. 
Borzellieri also gave an interesting example of how he 
got involved in local politics by standing for the school 
board in his city. These boards have much more influ- 
ence than in the UK and can affect the choice of teach- 
ers and teaching material. 

Then Mr. James Russell, Dr. Francis, Mr.Taylor and Mr. 
Sam.G.Dickson discussed Pat Buchanan and his latest 
book "The Death of the West", before Sam Dickson 
wrapped things up by repeating Nick Griffin's call for 
the American right to come together under one leader 
in a single organisation. 

It is more clear than ever that respect and admiration 
for the BNP is growing not only in Britain but across the 
world. And while we may have different approaches to 
some issues, the party is pleased to serve as a shining 
example of the way forward to our distinguished friends 
in the United States.

An overview of the Council Elections

The British National Party's first election win for nearly a 
decade has brought the town of Burnley to the fore with 
three BNP councillors. But it's not all about Burnley, since 
elsewhere BNP candidates marked up huge vote increas- 
es. The other big fact of this election, however, was not 
about seats won and increased votes & percentages it was 
the increase in the numbers of candidates put forward by 


the party. 
SEATS WON 


The three seats won - all in Burnley - were Cliviger-with- 
Worsthorne won by David Edwards with 898 votes, 
Gannow won by Terry Grogan with 817 votes and 
Rosegrove with Lowerhouse won by Carole Hughes with 
751 votes. Their individual winning percentages were 
12.8%, 15% and 14.4% respectively with adjusted party 
percentages of 28.3%, 26.8% and 33.5% (since there were 
three vacancies per ward and the party only stood one 
candidate in each). 

With all the focus on deprived areas of Burnley - which 
have been left to rot by the establishment parties - the 
major upset of the night came when David Edwards won 
in Cliviger-with-Worsthorne. How will the pundits explain 
this BNP success? Not owing to a low turnout - it was high 
at 64%, Not owing to the Tories not standing - they did and 
came a poor second. Not owing to deprived whites flock- 
ing to the party - the area is affluent. Not owing to a pre- 
vious good campaign in the ward - for this was a first time 
result. The answer is to be found in the anti-white racial 
discrimination practised by Burnley council for so long 
and by the concerns of white folk being ignored and even 
ridiculed. Burnley folk - middle class and working class - 
have a common group interest and have been ignored for 
years. The British National Party, on the other hand, lis- 
tened. 


MORE CANDIDATES 

There were no Council elections last year, so 2000 is the 
last set of Council elections from which comparison can be 
made. Then, the party contested just 15 seats with 15 can- 
didates. This time, the party fielded 67 candidates for 63 
seats plus a mayoral candidate for Newham making 68 
candidates altogether. Many of these candidates were in 
London, which goes to the polls only every four years. The 
last time that happened (1998), the party fielded just 34 
candidates nationally, so the doubling of candidates since 
then is a good sign that the party's orientation towards 
local politics is gaining ground. 


HIGHER VOTES 

Starting with Burnley, the 13 candidates the party put up 
did exceptionally well. Aside from three won seats, the 
party just missed out on two more. Andrew Kenyon stand- 
ing in Gawthorpe ward took 783 votes, just 85 votes 
behind winning Labour's Linda Gaunton. How far we've 
come can be judged by the fact that Andrew's 27.8% is up 
massively from two years ago from the 109 votes (5.1%) 
gained in this ward when last up for election. Sarah 
Sherburn was even closer - coming just 37 votes behind 
winning Labour man Brian Cooper in Lanehead ward with 
834 votes. Again, this was a first time result. The highest 
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BNP individual percentage went to Burnley BNP press 
man Simon Bennett with 16.9%, (32.6% party adjusted) but 
this wasn't enough to win. Nevertheless, this was another 
cracking result like so many around the country on May 
2nd. 

The party adjusted average across Burnley was 27% - 
the highest ever. The 9,984 votes polled by party candi- 
dates was more than double the 4,151 polled at the 
General Election last year. This increased voter base plus 
the winning credibility the party now has will give the 
BNP a very solid base upon which to make its next chal- 
lenge. 

Oldham was another town which the party expected to 
do well in. The party's average vote in the five wards it 
contested here was higher than in winning Burnley with 
27.3%, but in the event, the party failed to win a seat. Votes 
of 788 in Alexandra for Bill Lockett (22.9%); 965 votes for 
Stewart Fullard in Chadderton Sth (29.9%); 736 votes for 
Mick Treacy (23.9%), 973 votes for Darren Dobson in 
Royton Nth (24.7%) and 929 votes for Roy Goodwin (35%) 
were the highest ever for the party in the town. Mick 
Treacy's tally was more than double the 229 (9.7%) gained 
in 2000 and four out of five came second with Roy 
Goodwin just 91 behind the Lib-Dem's James McArdle. 
Indeed, Roy Goodwin's 35% was the party's highest per- 
centage on the night. 

Of the other results in the North West, the best was a 
cracking 22.9% in Abram ward in Wigan by Dennis 
Shambley who came a surprise second - one of the two 
best first time results outside of a fancied area. The region- 
al average of 25.3% is the highest in the country and evi- 
dence that there is a lot more to come from the North 
West!

Sunderland average of 14.8% made for 
an overall North East average of 12.8%. 


Gateshead results were solid with 
George Bainbridge taking 349 votes in 


Saltwell for a Gateshead best of 11%, 
making an average of 8.8% in the town. 

Down the road in Sunderland, the 
party did even better. Dave Guynan 
notched up 340 votes for 14% of the 
vote in Hendon - more than a four-fold 
increase on his 3.3% 2000 result. While 
Alan Brettwood's 292 votes in 
Southwick amounted to 19.7% giving 
him second place, but the best result in 
Sunderland, and the best first time 
result outside of a fancied area, was 
John Martin's 381 votes in Townend 
Farm which gave him a big 28% share 
of the vote and an easy second place in 
a ward never before contested. The

London's votes were not as high as 
hoped, the average being 11.8%. This is 
partly due to the disintegration of the 
party's East End branches through 
white flight where high votes had pre- 
viously been obtained. The 22 council 
candidates in 15 wards and one may- 
oral candidate nevertheless made up a 
significant proportion of the party's 
overall election effort. 

Redbridge saw the best London 
result of the night, taken by Jason 
Douglas in Hainault ward when he 
polled 675 votes for 23.1% - 169 votes 
behind the winning Tory candidate. 

In Bexley, Northend was the big

Other areas saw good votes too. Mary Culnane and 
Barry Roberts contested Downham in Lewisham picking 
up 947 votes (16.6%) and Ian Edwards polled 389 votes for 
18.7% in Harefield, Hillingdon. 

In Newham, Michael Davidson was the party's mayoral 
candidate. As with the London mayoral election in 2000, 
the party had two pages very smartly produced in a book- 
let along with all the other candidates. Michael's 2,881 
votes amounted to 7.2% of the vote - some 15% of the 
white electorate. 

Even paper candidates obtained decent votes. In Tower 
Hamlets, Tom Callow picked up 204 votes in Millwall 


(9.6% party adjusted) besting the Socialist Alliance. Bill 
Wren in Bethnal Green North took 162 votes (6%), again 
besting the far left. Others in Bexley took around 8% each 
to best UKIP. 

In Yorkshire where the average was 11.3%, votes gen- 
erally topped 400. Arthur Bentley picked up 486 votes in 
Eccleshill ward for a respectable 14.7% of the vote. David 
Owens notched up 441 votes in Stainforth, Doncaster for 
12%. Dewsbury's Suzy Bastow polled 536 votes in 
Dewsbury East for 13.5% while the Yorkshire best was had 
by Nick Cass in Thornhill - 823 for 17%. 

Three noteworthy results were had from the West 
Midlands. Princes End gave John Salvage 536 votes for a 
handsome 24.3% - just 7 votes behind the second placed 
Conservative. In Dudley North, Simon Darby once again 
contested Castle & Priory ward taking 549 votes for 26.1% 
and putting ten points on his 2000 16.1% result. Closest to 
winning was Stoke, where Steve Batkin contested Longton 
North to pick up 686 votes for 16.8% of the poll - just 71 
votes behind the winning Labour candidate. This result 
made a W. Mids average of 16.4%. 

The 30,997 votes the party obtained gave a national 
average of 16.6%. This is up on the 2000 10.7% average 
and on the 7.4% average in 1998 when London last went 
to the polls. The seats won and the increased votes from 
around the country mark this election out to be the best 
ever for nationalism without qualification. No other nation- 
alist party has ever achieved anything like the scale of 
these wins or these generally high votes. It is up to every- 
one to see the party progress and build upon these results, 
for good though they are, there is a long way to go yet.

Cultural IDENTITY 


Trevor AGNEW explores the rich heritage behind British Pub names 


Yhether we are regulars at the local pub or not, 

’ many of us can't help wondering how many of 
Y the country's alehouses got their names. And, 

to those in the know, many pub names can unlock doors 

to our history, folklore, national heroes and heroines, our 

natural history, dialects, trades, industries and sports. 

The inns of the late Middle Ages needed something by 
which to identify themselves at a time when many peo- 
ple were illiterate, so in common with many other trades- 
men, publicans would display something outside of their 
premises. They could for instance have planted a bush 
outside of their tavern or even have used something as 
simple as a crooked piece of wood, hence the pub 
would have become known as The Holly Bush or The 
Crooked Billet. 

Even the church used such sign language in those 
times: St Peter carried the keys to heaven, St John always 
held a lamb, and so on. Inns on pilgrim routes often got 
their names in this way, and The Cross Keys and The 
Lamb remain common, although Inn signs depicting the 
Virgin Mary suddenly became the Maid's Head at the 
time of the Protestant Reformation. Other tradesmen of 
the time also put up signs to advertise their business, 
however these were often badly fixed to the walls and 
had a tendency to fall down on people below. Eventually 
legislation was brought in to forbid them, but inns were 
exempt from this ban. 


Folklore and legends 

Some pubs are named after local legends. The Lambton 
Worm, for example took its name from the story of the 
worm that Lord Lambton threw down a well before 
going off on the Crusades to fight the Muslims. On his 
return the worm was that big that it was devouring live- 
stock and terrorising the local people. In early times in 
Northumbria worm meant serpent or dragon. % 

Another County Durham pub is The Brawns Den in 
Brandon. 

This is named after the fierce wild boar of medieval 
times which lived in the area, and gave the village of 
Brandon its name. The Tan Hill Inn on the remote 
Durham/Yorkshire border is Britain's highest pub and 
used to be known as The Kings Pit after the nearby coal 
mine. The nearest village was over five miles away and 
in February of 1963 after a harsh winter the landlord 
bemoaned that he hadn't had any customers so far that 
year! This pub featured in a famous advert for Everest 
double-glazing many years ago. 

The Smelters Arms pub in Consett drew its name from 
the huge former 

steelworks which dominated the town until its closure 
in 1980. It had one of the most imposing pub signs as 
well as fascinating photographs of the former works - 
once the biggest in Europe - showing the danger that our 


forefathers worked in. 

Other interesting pub names from around the country 
include The Land o'Cakes in Manchester which derives 
from a Robert Burns quote "Hear Land o' cakes and 
brither Scots.." The widespread Three Horse Shoes comes 
about from the fact that most horses on their way to the 
blacksmith had lost a shoe and therefore only had three. 
The Anchor Made Forever in Bristol is so called because 
two miners discovered huge deposits of coal and pro- 
claimed "We're made forever," While opposite used to 
stand blacksmith's forge which made ships anchors. 
Norfolk's Twenty Churchwardens took its name from the 
two churchwardens for each of the ten parishes in the 
area, they were presented with clay pipes and tankards 
engraved with the name of their parish for their personal 
use. The Three Men in a Boat in Walsall was called after 
the hilarious classic Victorian book of the same name. 


Cultural resistance 

In contrast to these historic and interesting pub names 
there is a modern trend for brewers to change the names 
of even ancient pubs. In their place we are plagued with 
cringe inducing Slug and Lettuces or Newt and 
Cucumbers. There is nothing meaningful about these stu- 
pid pub names any more than there is any real tradition 
in the faux Irish bars that have become all too common. 
Such changes are pulling threads from the tapestry of our 
national history. 

One lamented passing is the Escape pub in London 
named in honour of the British servicemen who had 
escaped from prisoner of war camps. This pub is now a 
trendy wine bar called Mables, not a name to stand the 
test of time. 

Some changes, to be fair, date back much further. 
Another Reformation shift saw many a Pope's Head 
become the Kings Head, and Lord Daresbury demanded 
that pubs with his title were changed as he became tired 
of his mail being sent to the pubs instead of to him! 

A pub that maybe should change its name is the Live 
and Let Live in Oldham, in the light of intolerance to 
drinking alcohol by the Muslims who attacked it and tens 
of other pubs in last summer's riots. Shades of G. K. 
Chesterton's novel The Flying Inn, which deals with the 
escapades of a small group of cultural resistance fighters 


_ who run the last pub in a future England under Muslim 


rule. 

One day, happier times could see new names in keep- 
ing with the spirit of the age - perhaps The Red, White, 
and Blue or The Nation Reborn. The latter's name might 
be unheard of at the moment but it will come - mark my 
words it will come - and I'm sure that many fellow patri- 
ots will raise a glass and drink with me to that!
